
INCIDENT MANAGEMENT SITUATION REPORT 
THURSDAY, OCTOBER 9, 2003 – 0530 MDT 

NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS LEVEL 3 
 
 

CURRENT SITUATION: 
 
Initial attack activity was light nationwide.  Nationally 46 new fires were reported.  Three new large 
fires were reported, one in the Rocky Mountain Area and two in the Eastern Area.  Very high to 
extreme fire indices were reported in Arizona, California, Hawaii, Nevada, Oregon, Utah, and 
Wyoming.  
 

 
NORTHWEST AREA LARGE FIRES: 

 
NEEDLES, Okanogan/Wenatchee National Forest.  A Washington Interagency Incident 
Management Team (Andring) is assigned.  This fire is in timber and heavy downed fuels, 12 miles 
northwest of Winthrop, WA.  Cooler weather and higher humidity has reduced fire activity.   
 
CRYSTAL CREEK, Okanogan/Wenatchee National Forest.  A Washington Incident Management 
Team (Berndt/Baarspul) is assigned.  This fire is in mixed conifer with dead and downed fuels, six 
miles southwest of Leavenworth, WA.  Overnight precipitation and cooler daytime temperatures 
has reduced fire activity.  Structure protection is in place for 110 residences and two commercial 
properties.  Reduction in acreage is due to more accurate mapping. 
 
ISABEL, Okanogan/Wenatchee National Forest.  A Type 1 Incident Management Team (Anderson) 
is assigned.  This fire is in timber, seven miles west of Conconully, WA.  Creeping and smoldering 
were observed. 
 
GRIFF, Olympic National Park.  This fire is in timber, nine miles south of Port Angeles, WA.  No 
new information was reported.   
 
B&B COMPLEX, Deschutes National Forest.  This complex, comprised of the Booth and Bear 
Butte fires, is in timber with heavy ground fuels 14 miles west of Sisters, OR.  Creeping and 
smoldering within the interior continued. 
 
MAPLE, Okanogan/Wenatchee National Forest.  This fire is in timber 30 miles north-northwest of 
Leavenworth, WA.  No new information was reported.

OUTLOOK: 
 

Weather Discussion:  A cold front will continue to move through the Northwest quadrant of the 
country today, crossing into the eastern portion of the Northern Rockies this afternoon.  Behind the 
front, mountain rain and snow showers will occur in the Washington and northern Oregon 
Cascades.  South of the front in northern California, breezy higher elevation wind can be expected. 
Some north wind will also surface later tonight in the northern Sacramento Valley.  In southern 
Arizona and New Mexico, moisture from the tropics will produce scattered showers and 
thunderstorms.

Becoming 
northwest to northeast at 
less than 8 mph tonight, 
except 10 to15 mph in 
Sacramento Valley and the 
western foothills.
